Punjab Act No. 3 of 1919. 

An Act further to amend the Punjab District Boards Act, 1883. 

Preamble.—Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Punjab District 
Boards Act, 1883: It is hereby enacted as follows:— 

1. Title.—This Act may be called the Punjab District Boards (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1919, 

2. After Section 12, sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be 
added, namely:— 

“ (4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (2) or in any 
rules made by the Chief Commissioner thereunder, an outgoing 
member shall, unless the Chief Commissioner otherwise directs, 
continue in office until the election or appointment of his 
successor is notified." 
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3. After section 14 the following section shall be inserted, namely:— 

"M-\ Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing sections of this 
(hap tel or in the rules made thereunder the Chief Commissioner 
may, at any time for any reason which he may deem to affect 
the public interests or at the request of the majority of electors, by 
notification direct that the seat of any specified member, whether 
elected or appointed, shall be vacated on a given date, and in 
such case, such seat shall be vacated accordingly.”
